DAXVIIXE, Oct. 16 (Special) — Four 
men btiieved to be members of the 
gang who blew the safe in the Dau 
ville bank Tuesday morning were cap- 
tured today at 8 o'clock in a barn on 
the farm of Mr. Bell, south »f Mt. 
Vernon. 


When the sheriff was informed of 
the bold attempt to rob the bank anc 
the battle between the people and the 
gang, he came to DanTille with blood 
hounds and took up the trail. S*me 
difficulty was experienced in following 
the route taken hy the thieves-because 
of the presence of so many people, anc 
nothing was accomplished during the 
day. The men who were believed to 
be hid ing in the woods near BladenK- 
burg succeeded in getting away. Sher- 
iff Lynde beaded a posse and searched 
the country toward Utica in which 
direction report said the men bad 
gone. Four men answering the de- 
scription given by the professor who 
was the robbers' prisoner at Danville 
were seen going in that direction. Af- 
ter spending the greater part of the 
day searching for the men Sheriff 
Lynde returned to Mt. Yernon.

MARRIAGE AND~D1VORCE. 


The Question Disposed of by the Epis- 


copal House of Deputies. 


San Francisco. Oct. 16.—By the ac- 


tion, of the house of deputies of the 
triennial Episcopal convention, the 
troublesome question of marriage and 
divorce was set ax. rest for another 
three years. It rejected both of the 
proposed canons on the subject which 
were passed by the house of bishops. 
The greyest fight ct the convention 
hag been over tee section of canon 35, 
virtually forbidding the remarriage of 
divorced persons by a priest of the 
church. This had passed the house of 
bishops had been adopted by aye and 
nay vote in committee of the whole 
of the house of deputies. When the 
committee rose and reported its work 
to the house a decisive vote was taken 
not only on the troublesome fourth 
section, but on the entire canon, which 
was rejected as a whole. Canon 37, 
which provides for the disciplining of 
persons marrying again after being 
divorced, met with a similar fate. 


The house of deputies passed an 


amendment to article 10 of the consti- 
tution, permitting modified forms of 
worship which in spirit is similar to 
the famous Hantington amendment 
recently defeated. The amendment, 
though - credited to Dr. McKim of 
Washington, was in reality presented 
to the convention three years ago by 
Dr. Huntlngton. The bishops have yet 
to act before the amendment can be- 
come part of the convention. Both 
bouses appointed members of a stand- 
ing committee on capital and labor, 
which is to Investigate the subject 
with a view to the peaceful settlement 
of disagreements between employers 
and workingmen. and report to eacn 
general convention.

The miners had hoped to 
get the operators from Kentucky and 
West Virginia to meet with them in 
Joint convention, but the result of the 
steel strike may encourage these oper- 
ators to remain out, in the hope of 
eventually being able to overcome the 
organization. 


Rathbone-Neeley Case. 


Havana. Oct. 16.—The indictments 


In the Havana postoffice fraud cases 
by the fiscal to the audencia implicate 
Estes G. Rathbone jointly with C. F- 
W. Neeley and W. H. Reeves in de- 
frauding the government, his complic- 
ity being based on the contention, that 
he permitted, and therefore consented 
to and tacitly authorized, the fraudu- 
lent transactions. The whole amount 
of the alleged embezzlement on an 
counts in the indictments is estimated 
at $150.000. The fiscal has recom- 
mended that each of the accused be 
fined in this amount, and also that 
Rathbone be sentenced to imprison- 
ment for 25 years. Neeley for 25 years 
and 6 months, and Reeves for 24 years 
and 6 months.

McKinley Physicians' Statement. 
New York. Oct 16.—The physicians 


and surgeons who attended President 
McKinley through the closing days of 
his. life presented to the State Medical 
society, gathered here In semi-annual 
session, a lengthy report covering the 
medical and surgical history of the 
case of the martyred statesman. It 
was read by Dr. Mann. In speaking 
of the bulletins issued Dr. Mann said 
that every one of them was absolutely 
true. None bad been misleading in 
any manner. He said there was ab- 
solutely no bacteriological infection- 
Continuing, he said: "If you ask me 
what caused the president's death, I 
could not tell yon. I doubt if that 
will ever be discovered. Amongst con- 
tributory causes, however, were the 
president's age. his tack of exercise 
and his naturally weak heart, which 
made his pulse high." Dr. Mann went 
on to say that at no time whatever 
had there been the slightest disagree- 
ment among the physicians.

trol the securities of the Great North- 
ern and also of the Northern Pacific. 
Northern Pacific preferred and Union 
Pacine were also conspicuously strong. 
the former making a net advance of 
tH-i points and the latter of 2^ 


The terms on which It was rumored 


the proprietary corporation would take 
over the stock cf the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific were 200 for the 
Great Northern and 125 for Northern 
Pacific common, the last recorded sale 
of the latter stock having been at 122. 
It was also said that P- D. Underwood 
was soon to retire from the presidency 
of the Erie Railroad company, to which 
road he came a few months ago from 
th'- Baltimore and Ohio, and would be- 
come one of the principal operating of- 
Scers of the proposed new company. 


This report was widely credited in 


the street and received virtual eon- 
Srmation. It was Mr. Kill who placed 
Mr. Underwood at the head of the 
Erie road, and in Mr. Hill's opinion, it 
U understood, the present Erie execu- 
tive combines in a more marked degree 
the elements of a practical railroad 
man and financier than any other man 
of his acquaintance. It was reported 
also down town that M>. Hill would 
retire from the presidency of the Great 
Northern before many months to take 
the chairmanship of the board and 
that Mr. Underwood would then suc- 
ceed him in the president's chair. 


The story about the plan for organiz- 


ing a proprietary company to hold the 
control of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific stocks lacked specific 
confirmation. Morgan Interests denied 
it in a general way. but added the sig- 
nificant remark that there waS" nothing 
in the report— yet- The fact seems to 
be that a company has been formed to 
take over the control of the Great 
Northern stock, but that no decision 
has yet been reached as to transfer- 
ring the Northern Pacific stock to such 
a company. It Is illegal in some of 
the states through which the two roads 
pass for any railway company to own 
the stock of a competitor, and this pro- 
hibition. it is suggested, may extend 
even to the case of a company formed 
to hold the shares of two compering 
lines. The proprietary company, if or- 
ganized and if including the Northern 
Pacific, would offer Its own securities 
to the public, thus releasing an Im- 
mense amount of capital which has 
been for months locked up in the 
Northern Pacific. 


The titanic struggle between the Mor- 


gan-Hill and Harriman-Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. Interests for control of the North- 
ern Pacific, with its SSO.000,000 com- 
mon stock and $75.000.000 preferred. 
a contest which swept the market bare 
of the common stock and which culmi- 
nated in the "Northern Pacific corner" 
of Ms r 9, is still fresh in the public rec- 
ollec'.Ion. Absolute control of the Bur- 
lington having been purchased by the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
jointly, the position of the Union Pa- 
cific became menaced, as the Burling- 
ton largely paralleled It in its own ter- 
ritory and, in addition, had a western 
connection with the Northern Pacific 
at Billings, Mon. Control of the North- 
ern Pacific would obviously give the 
Union Pacific an equal voice with the 
Great Northern In the direction of the 
Burlington's policy, and interests close- 
ly identified with the Union Pacific 
therefore undertook to secure tbat con- 
trol. an aim strenuously coaabated by 
the Morgan interests. 


At the end of the great contest In the 


stock market it was generally under- 
stood that Mr. Harrlman and his asso- 
ciates had succeeded in purchasing a 
majority of the entire capital stock of 
the Northern Pacific, or something In 
excess of $77.500.000 par value, but 
that Mr. Morgan and his friends held 
a controlling interest In the $80.000.000 
of common stock.
